Pricticn end Performance: Give Students time 
tg experiment with Iheir newly constructed 
ptippels — to piey with voice and movement. 
When lh*y lira ready to perform, they may cre- 
dent tha puppet lhow as Story Theater, where 
one or more readers read tha story while puppe- 
tears manipulate the puppets to shew the action. 
Tho puppeteers may also perform tha story on 
their own, using creative dramatics techniques to 
improvise dialogue and gestures. Finally, scripts 
may be selected or prepared. Some student* 
may read tha speeches while Other Students 
manipulate th* puppets; or (he puppeteers may 
speak the puppets' dialogue os they manipulate 
them.

A Correction 

Please refer to the article : Simple Electricity Experiments for the Middle School 
(Pathways Feb, t 1991). I would like to point out to readers that in experiment l T 
we used a small coil of wire to heat the water. It was made by winding ghoul 25 cm 
of wire around a pencil.
